1954,  President 
Kyser's  freshman  year  has  actual- 
ly extended  over  a  period  of  16 
months. 

With  the  assistance  of  alumni, 
friends  of  the  College,  faculty,  and 
>taff.  all  working  together  for  a 
greater  and  better  Northwestern 
State  College,  the  past  year  has 
meant  a  great  deal  to  the  perma- 
nent growth  and  development  of 
the  institution. 

— Out.-tar.uir.-  achicvcir.cr.t  v.as 
the  establishment  of  the  Graduate 
School  in  Education,  which,  op- 
erating in  the  spring  semester  on 
a  limited  basis,  enrolled  151  stu- 
dents. The  registration  for  the 
summer  increased  to  265. 

The  administration  is  strength- 
ening the  faculty  in  every  way  pos- 
sible, 1)\  filling  all  vacancies  with 
the  best  qualified  personnel  that 
can  be  employed. 

?A  Special  Education  Center  for 
Handicapped  Children  has  been 
established.  Suitable  housing  and 
a  capable  staff  will  be  provided 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Construction  of  a  men's  dormi- 
tory, capacity  254.  got  under  way 
this  summer.  It  should  be  ready 
for  occupancy  not  later  than  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  semester. 
1956.  Other  building  projects  in 
the  inunediate    future   include  the 


enlargement  of  the  present  librar\ . 
with  at  least  a  major  part  of  the 
building  being  air  conditioned. 
Old  Science  Building  is  being  re- 
novated. All  the  administrative 
offices  on  the  main  floor  of  Cald- 
well Hall  have  been  renovated  and 
air  conditioned  this  summer. 

A  special  effort  to  reorganize 
and  re  -  establish  alumni  units 
throughout  the  State  is  under  way. 
This  work  has  already  been  done 
in  the  major  centers  such  as 
Shreveport.  Alexandria.  Baton 
Rouge.  Lake  Charles,  and  New 
Orleans.  Groups  of  alumni  in  all 
sections  of  the  State  are  being 
urged  to  band  together  and  form 
local  units.  Such  organization  of 
the  alumni  will  be  a  strong  force 
in  the  development  of  the  College. 

Enrollments  at  the  College  are 
rapidly  increasing.  The  young 
men  and  women  students  are  ex- 
pecting, and  should  expect,  to  be 
comfortably  housed  and  properly 
taught.  The  current  rapid  growth 
is  a  challenge  to  every  one  con- 
nected with  the  institution  and  to 
the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Louisi 
ana.  and  no  one  is  more  keenly 
aware  of  the  challenge  and  the  re- 
sponsibilities involved  than  is 
President  Kyser.  as  he  begins  his 
second  full  session  of  work  at 
Northwestern  State  CoUegfe.

Reports  from  the  Dean  of  Men 
and  the  Dean  of  Women  on  reser- 
vations made  for  the  fall  semester 
show  that  all  available  space  for 
l)oarding  students  on  the  campus 
has  been  taken.  Even  though  all 
space  is  filled  to  the  brim,  requests 
continue  to  come  in  from  other 
students  who  wish  to  stay  on  the 
campus. 

As  we  go  to  press,  a  record  num- 
ber of  freshmen  have  arrived  on 
the  campus  for  Freshman  Days 
prior  to  registration.  Complete 
figures  will  not  be  released  until 
the  registration  period  has  passed. 
Every  indication  points  to  a  new 
record  this  fall,  surpassing  the  all- 
time  record  of  1.741  established 
during  the  past  spring.

The  1955  summer  session  had  a 
total  of  1.439.  of  whom  265  were 
registered  in  the  Graduate  School.
